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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In reply to the arguments that Kadel' s mediation API does not teach "metamodel" of class diagrams with API for 
generating of intermediate objects to represent the parsed metamodel, the above limitations are added and would require further analysis. 
Since the argument does not correlate with the previous Office action and the pertinent claim language being addressed therein, the 
argument is moot as the associated claim rejections stand outstanding. In reply to the argument that Severin fails to remedy Kadel' s 
deficiency in relation to 'using the set of intermediate objects as inputs', it is deemed that the argument has been addressed in past office 
actions and related "response to arguments' sections. Further broad interpretation of 'using ... as inputs' has it that any java class or 
interfaces being instantiated to implement a application Java objects fall under the act of being used as input. The argument is not 
persuasive. The arguments appear to be founded on the changes in language being proposed after final, or on previous arguments that 
had been rebutted as not convincing. In all, the amended claim language after final will not be entered to avoid complicating effects of a 
Brief; and as the arguments are not convincing, the Office final action will stand..
